Pittsburg July 16.— All th« plnntt 

eloBfd Monday are shut down tight 
and matt«ri about tbe Painter mill, 
UndMjr and MeCatetaeoii. Clark'n So- 
lar Iron works, the McrmnKahela aii«! 
Star tin plate plants are quiet. It was 
■Utod that Slater'a mill was In par 
tial operation. l)«t tho only men at 
work were a few Hungarians who 
were cloanlng up about the yards. Re- 
plvine tn tho rumor that the manage- 
Bieht bad brought a itrike breaker 
tioia A.uubiuo, Asuistant General 
Manager Harper said: "We can 
break our own strikes." Superin- 
tendent Albrecht, encountered a few 
moments later, said the plant WOUld 
be running In a few dayi. 

Bp««ulatlon aa to the probable act- 
tlement cf the strike is active la ail 
circles, and among business men and 
manufartiirerR tho fonccnsus of opin- 
ion la that the ronibinc officials and 
Amalgamated o^ii iais will get to- 
gether before long and adjust the dif-' 
fereneea. Some of the manufaetur 
ers were emphatic in stating thsr it 
would be arranged within 48 hours, 
yet he could Rive no positive inforrm- 
tlon of any movtmtnt on foot to start 
negotiations. 

In regard to the threat of President 
Bhatfer to call out the workmen In the 
otber union plants of the United States 
Steel corporation made on Saturday, a 
tlgniJii arif etateraent from him that 
just now he was not in the symputhet- 
ic strike business, is looked upon as 
meaning that for the present the men 
will be allowed to continue at work. 
President Shaffer was cheerul when 
seen, and said he was entirely satis- 
fied with the situation. He had ju?t 
been in communication with George 
Powel, president of the American Tin 
Plate Workers' Protective and Inter- 
Mtional Association of America at 
Blwood City, who announced that his 
organization was in hearty sympathy 
with the Aniiilgiuuated strikers, and 
the statement was untrue that ,'1,000 
dlppery men would continue work. It 
was reported that these men Iiad de 
•ided to continue work because of the 
lack of co-operation of the Anaalga- 
mated association when the scale 
with the Anieri(;'n Tin Plate com- 
pany was ad;u;-ted a year ago. Presi- 
dent T. J. Shaffer announced that the 
strike benefits will go to the idle men 
from the time of actual Inauguration 
of this strike. The association has a 
substantial fund, he says, and the 
men remaining at work In plants out- 
side of the big steel combine will pay 
liberally to support the strike. 

When asked about President Mitch- 
•ll'i atotement. President Shaffer 
said: "I shall not ask the miners to 
go op such a Strike. Ood help the poor 
coal miner. He is the best union man 
in the world and the poorest paid of 
them ail. He has troubles enough of 
bis own and we have no desire to in- 
TolTe him. But while I shall not in- 
yrl%9 nor solicit a sympathetic strike, 
the Amalgamated association stands 
ready at any time to effect an alliance 
with the United .Mine Workers or any 
other kindrtd o. Kanlzation, many of 
whose members are employed by the 
United States Steel corporation. " 

The surprising streiigth of the Amal- 
gamated association at points that 
were considered the strongholds of 
the nonunion element is one of the 
features of the present strike. With 
the closing of the Monessen hooji 
mill, eTerjr plant of the American 
bteel Hoop company is tied up with 
the exception of a small plant at Dun- 
cansville. Pa. Word was received at 
Amalgamated headquarters stating 
that the men of the Duncanvllle plant 
Wfr* ready to close down when or- 
dered. '_ 

Schwab and Morgan Mum. 
New York, July 16.— President 
Charlea 8. Schwab of the United 
States Steel corporation, and other of- 
ficials of the company now here, de- 
clined to publicly dlsiusB the strike 
Situation. Mr. Schwab had been in 
conference with J. Pierpont Morgan 
and others, but no hint of their atti- 
tude or eenclueione haa been given to 
the public. It haa baea reported that 
there would be a general conference 
on the subject here and also there was 
a movement afoot ^r the settlement 
(tf the strike, but confirmation or de- 
nial ol these itoriea eould not be ob- 
tained at lourcea of aathority. 

Freight Handlers Out. 
Port Costa, Cel., July 16.— Four hun- 
dred men who handle freight In the 
warehouses here have gone out on 
strike. Work in all the werebouses 
tr^m kfevada to Crocket, af weU as 



the Crocket Sugar refinery, is at a 
standstill and .ahipplng la eonpletcly 
tied. They aaked tor |S a day for 

nine hours and time and a half for all 
overtime. The warehouses offered a 
raise of five cents per hour, which 
would be 80 cents an hour for 10 
houra' work, but refused to recognise 
the men as a union. Thia offer not 
meeting with the- approval of the Ben. 
they walked out. ,

ttjrtkeof Statlousry f ireinpn InVOlVea 
Forty 'I bovsaNd Man. 
Wllkeabarre. Pa.. July !«.— The 
strike of the Stationary firemen in- 
augurated Tuesday, has tied up nearly 

all the mines in the Wyoming valley, 
and a cuiiservative estimate places the 
numlier of men Idle at 43.000. This 
includes the men out In the Scranton 
district Only about 100 of these are 
firemen. The balance is made up of 
miners, laborers, engineers, breaker 
boys and machinists employed in and 
about the collieries. Every mine 
from Pittston to Natlcoke is affected. 
When the whistles blew for work the 
firemen refused to report for duty and 
orders were then issued by the super- 
intendents to close down. The strik- 
ing firemen thereupon returned to 
their respective headquarters, where 
they held meetings and dlacossed the 
situation. 

President Mullahy estimates that 
40,000 men are Idle. The coal conn 
panics have pressed Into service, their 
foremen and fire bosses, who wili be 
employed as firemen for the time be 
ing. This is necessary in order to 
keep, the pumps running and the 
mines free from water. At some of 
the collieries hoisting engineers who 
were asked to work with the men re- 
fused and quit tti( ir points. The Dela- 
ware and Hudson company has two 
mines working and the ofiicials say 
they have enough firemen to keep the 
pumps running. SeTeral mining con- 
cerns gave Into the denaada ot the 
firemen. 

French Minister Shot At. 

Paris, July If,.— M. Haiulin, mir.it 
ter of public works, was shot at whil 
dii\itiK to a cabinet meeting at the 
Elysee palace. The author of the at 
tempt on the life of M. Baudin was a 
woman, who was accompanied by a 
10-year-old child. She approached M. 
Haudin's carriage and sudilenly draw- 
ing a revolver fired at the minister. 
M. Baudin was not hit and proceeded 
to the Elysee palace. The woman 
was arrested and gave her name as 
Olgeweka. and said she lived at Na- 
terre. Her husband is a Pole and was 
an architect at Nice until 1894. Ma- 
dame Olgewaska a.-serts that she had 
no intention of hitting .M. Haudin, but 
that she flre(^ her revolver in the air 
to draw attention to an alleged griev- 
ance of her husband, who claims he is 
being deprived of money due him by 
the ministry Of foreign affairi. 

Collision On a Bridge. 

Parsons, Kan., July 16.— A headend 
collision betwet n two local f-Hght 
trains on the Missouri Kau* a ft 
Texas road near Wymark, 1. T., killed 
five men and probably fatally injured 
three others. The dead: Joe Morris, 
Parsons; two unknown tramps; James 
Levelle, . head brakeman, Parsons; 
Frank Fitzgerald, Brakeman, The col- 
lision occurred on a bridge over the 
Arkansas river. There is a sharp 
curve near the bridge and when the 
engineer saw the danger, the engines 
were too close to each other to be 
stopped. The two engines came to- 
gteher in the middle of the bridge, 
the bridge collapsed and both engines 
fell into the river. The two trains 
caught fire and burned up the bridge 
as well as the care. 

Officials Clashed. 
Manilla, July 16.— H. Phelpi Whlt- 
marsh, governor of Benguet province, 
who was recently ordered to Manilla 

for Investigation of certain charges 
against him, is writing a statement in 
bis own defense for presentation to 
the United States commission, deny- 
ing some and making explanations of 
others of allegatloaa of him. Wheth- 
er or not he ie esoaerated It is con- 
sidered that it will be difficult for him 
and Otto Scherer, secretary of the 
province, together to govern the pro- 
vince successfully, the two oflclals 
having clashed. 

Gold From the Klondike. 
Seattle, Wash., July 16.— Late ad- 
Tlcea from Dawson under date of June 
U, state that the gold shipmenU to 

the outside this year have amounted 
to $5,000,000 to date. Over $3,000,000 
of this sum went down the Yukon and 
is going out by way of St. Michael and 
the balance has gone up the river. The 
bank of British North Ameri ca U 
thle year shipping down the Tidnm 
and the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
Is shipping in the opposite direction. 
These are the only hanks dolat busi- 
ness in the camp. 

London, July 16.— A dispatch rrora 
Constantinople eays great frauds have 
been dtoeoTered fa the Turl^h cus 
toms.

Cape Town, July IS.— Sir John Gor- 
Ion Sprigg, in the course of his ad 
dress before the vigilance committee, 
expressed the opinion that the aspect 
of affairs was more hopeful today 
than at any time since the outbreak 
of hostilities. Communications were 
passing between General Lord Kitch- 
ener and the Cape government regard- 
ing the best course to be taken with 
the view to bringing the war to a 
speedy close. Mr Sprigg was satis- 
fied that such an an aiig' ni' iit w Muld 
be reached hetwt i n Gi'ueral Kitch- 
ener and the Cape government and 
that a very considerable improvedieut 
might be looked forward to in a shot t 
time. He believed that the Cape par- 
liament would meet before the end of 
October and was c(intid<-nt that the 
government would have sufficit nl ma- 
jority to carry any nec( ssary meas- 
ures. He said that a customs confer- 
ence including all the states and col- 
onies of South Africa practically 
would be called toward the close of 
the \ ear. 

.Mr. Sprigs said he was entirely .■sat- 
isfied that as long as Lord Salisbur> 
remained in power there would be no 
shadow of anything in the nature of 
going back. The Cape government 
entiiely sympathized with the nn- 
nountnl policy of the imperial gov- 
ernment. The Cape cabinet had been 
rendering all possible support to the 
Imperial government, and intended to 
cont'.nue Its support with full asaur- 
an( e that the imperial authorities 
would not vary their policy to wipe 
out the last vestige of republicanism 
in South Africa. 

England, Mr. Sprigg added, had 
consulted the Cape cabinet in regard 
to South Africa's future. The cabinet 
strongly held the opinion which wa.- 
shartd by .he imperial >.-(iv( iniiienl 
that there must be a period of mill 
tary rule, followed by a crown colony 
government for the new colonies. The 
Cape government recommended a 
large scheme of Immigration. Federa 
tion must be hurried. 

Bryan On Ohio Oemecracy. 
Lincoln. Neb., July 16. — The action 

of the Ohio Democratic convention re- 
ct ives attention in this week's ls.=:ue 
of The CumiHoniT. .Mr. Bryan criti- 
ciz' s the convi ntion for failing to re- 
a!r:im the Kansas City platfotm and 
for what he regards as the weaKneHs 
of some of the planks it did adopt. 
y.T. Bryan insists that the coiiventlon 
made a mistake In making himself 
(Bryan) an issue, saying he is not a 
candidate for any office. The .writ( i 
declares that the money question is 
not yet out of politics, and that the 
convention should have come out for 
the gold standa.'-d or denounced it. 
H" urges the support of the nominees 
of the convention, and referring ti' 
.Mr. McLean's candidacy for the stn 
ate, says: "Did the leaders Ignore 
the more important question to please 
those who bolted in 1896 and 1900. or 
dr>es Mr. McLean want to be loft free 
to afhllate with the Republicans on 
financial Questions In case of his eln 
tlon?"

Afterwards 86 
or 40 Mexicans armed themselves 
with Wln( li< steis and went after the 
negro. A battle took place in whu !i 
15 negroes were killed outright and 
several wounded. The casualties 
among the Mexleaaa eannot be learn- 
ed.

St. Louis, July 16. — Sensational ad- 
missions have Of en made on the stand 
by Samuel A. Oaylord, senior member 
of the firm of Oaylord. Blessing * Co., 

which failed recently. Mr. na>-lord. 
who is one of the oldest stockbrokers 
in the city, admitted at the hearing 
before Bankruptcy Referee Coles that 
the firm had been practically insolv- 
ent for two years and has been doings 
business on other people's money— 
on funds secured from local custom- 
ers. Deals wh"r( in no Stock ever 
changed bands, being a mere matter 
of bookkeeping, in which the firm 
never forgot to charge up commis- 
sions, margins and interest were ad- 
mitted by Mr. Gaylord. who also told 
of the employment of relatives' names 
and the use of an Insane man s nani'' 
in the accounts. At the time of the 
failure, they were short |1S0,000 ip 
bond, face value, and over 6,000 
shares of stocks in New York. It was 
admitted by the witness that the fail- 
ure wa.-s due to their own speculation, 
by which they had to win to pay oif 
their indebtedness, estimated to have 
been something near $200,000. 

Actresses Suicide Together. 
London, July 16.— Ida and Edith 
Toeland, actresses, 26 and 21 years 

old respectiv ely, committed suii iile 
together by taking poison in their 
rooms in London. About ncmn hmth 
called their landlady and told the lat- 
ter she and her sister bad taken pois- 
on. She asked the landlady to get a 
cab and put herself and her sister in 
It and promised they would leave the 
house without creating a fuss or a 
scene. I'pon going up stairs the land- 
lady found Ida dead. Edith died on 
the way to th^ hospital. Ida had been 
engaged at the Duke of York's theater 
under the management of Charles 
Frohnjan. for three years. Both the 
wonu ii had recently l^'en without en- 
gaj;< iiii'Lts an.l they weri- bitterly dis- 
appointed at failing to secure an ex- 
pected engagement.

Wsshington. July 16. — The weather 
bureau s wee'.iy summary of the crop 
(oridniuiis IS us follows: 

ri.e St.. I ~ . f the middle Rocky 
mountain and Missouri and Mississip- 
pi valleys have experienced another, 
the third consecutlva week of ex- 
treme beat. The aaslmam tempera- 
ture over a large put 9i these dis- 
tricts daily ranged above 100 during 
the wet k, many stations reporting 
from 100 to 107. With an almost en- 
tire absence of rain, the crops in the 
region named have been subjected to 
most unfavorable conditions. In the 
states lying ii.'uiiedlately to the eas^r- 
ward of the .Mississippi river, very 
high temperature have also prevailed, 
but the beat has been less intense and 
its effect not so serious as in the dis- 
tricts to the westward. On the Atlan- 
tic coast very favorable temperatuie 
conditions have prevailed with abund- 
ant rains, c xeessive and damaging in 
poitions of tlie middle and south At- 
lantic states. On the Pacific coast it 
has been cool and dry with frost in 
Washington on the 12th. 

The corn crop as a whole in tho 
corn states of the c< iitral valleys haa 
materially deteriorated and has sus- 
tained serious injury over the west- 
ern portion of the cornbelt, especially 
in Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. A tery lan^e part of the 
crop Is late, howe'ver, and this has 
withstood the trying p:)rtlons of 
drouth and hi at remarkably well, 
and with early rains, will still make 
a fair crop. This is particularly ap- 
plicable in l3wa, Nebraska and por- 
tions of Kansas and northern Mis- 
sourL

Then certain 
forging! of ateel could be put on the free 
lilt to accommodate the . Mavy Depart- 
ment—if tbe Bepnbliflw BMjorUy will 
•tand for it."

Tens dihappearaDi e of foreet Inzuriea is 
the main cause of the deterioration of 
some of the most favored oountnea of 
the world. Spain, for inataace, was, 
thanka to ber woodlanda,«tooe time tbe 
i%deo' of Hootbern Europe. Spain, re 
duc«>d to treeleeaneaa, haa boon tbe bab- 
iution of poverty. retroRreaaion and dia- 
e»-e Hioily, in the old days of ita foreat 
wealth and abundanoe^ waa tbo nM>ther 
of philoaopbera and athlolM. horoea and 
morchant princes. To^ajr, aonbomt 
aad treeleaa. ita prodocts are bandiu, 
bfttgara and Termta. The whole ooaat 
region of the Meditorranean haa been de- 
pleted of forMts, and, in uonaeqoence, of 
Ii>ur-fi'th8 of ita population and nine 
tenths of its former fertility and pro- 
ductive power. Tbe aame reaulta are 
visiol*' in A!>ia Minor, Arme i*, Mesopo- 
tauiiM, FerA a, Hi idoatan, Fortufial and 
Somhern France. It is indeed open 
to douht whether all human crimes 
and fiiliif)", taken tnj»eiher, have led to 
as firfat a nnm of evil as the senseless de- 
struction of forest safeguards a^tainst 
bliKlifiiiir droiiKhtfl. A land bereft of 
fiirents in like an animal deprived of its 
xkin Auierica's wealth of woodland is 
h»-r principal tfuanuntoeot proqMMri^and 
productiveness. 

Besides iDitntatinK climatic extremes, 
forests attract rain showers. The wood- 
ed valley of the Rio de San Pedro, Peru, 
enjoya an annual rainfall of twenty inch- 
es; the adj linini; desert of Atacama haa 
had drouKhta laeting aiz yeara at a time. 
Tree plantatione in upper Eitypt in- 
creased the rainfall from two to fifteen 
inches. In Italy tbe rainfall has fallen 
off one-half; in some portions of North- 
ern Africa, once tbe most fertile of landa, 
four-fiftha. Foreata aleo abelter inaeotiv- 
oroua birda and abaorb rain showers that 
would otherwise poor down from tree- 
leaa alopea in deetroctivo inaodatioBS. 

Looking at the matter from a purely 
sanitary aspect, ahade-treea are an un- 
queationable blessing. Leaves, besides 
Kenerating oxygen, abaorb all lorta of 
noxioua gasea, thua forming a natural 
antidote to tbe atmospheric repulsive- 
naaa and lethal menace to crowded cities. 
Savannah, (ieort;ia, with ita fourfold 
rows of stately trecp, f-lia<linii: eveTy prin- 
cipal street, enjovs more immunity from 
sunstroke than the sunblistorsd tOWBS of 
the prairie States. 

Laws abould be enacted to save the 
foreata, and lawa ahould be enacted to 
compel every owner of land bordering 
on a public road to aet rows of ihado 
tress along tbe highway.

A drive through Mason Goanty thne 

burning hot days forces upon the casual 
observer the terrible destruction that hea 
been wrought to tbe woodlanda during 
tbe last decade or two. It'a a rare thing 
n}w to come acroes a shady atretcb 
of highway, and the traveler and his 
horae baa to awelter in tbe boiling raya 
of tbe sun along weary milss of road. 
The writer of this calls to mind a public 
road tbat once traversed a long stretch 
of woodland, with towering beech, oak 
and poplar trees on every hand ; it was de- 
ligbtluUy cool the hottaat aummer day. 
Now all has been changed. Hardly a 
t 'C in this fine piece tf woodland haa 
been left. What ia true of the aection 
referrt d to ia likewise true of other por- 
tions of tbe county. Tbe forests bavf 
largely disappeared -only a »mall patch 
of woodland left here and there. The 
disastrous rt-snlta from the loaa of forest 
a id ahade treea ia beat told by Dr. F. S. 
Oswald, who calls attention, in Health 
Culture, to tbe atrange circumatance tbat 
while various religions systema inculcate 
certain practices which are more or less 
faithfully followed by their adherents, 
none prohibit tbe destruction of forests.

Dry, hot weather prevailed duriu^ the 
week, with no rain'all ia the State. The 

drouth has li-come fory severe in the 
western section and in aome portions of 
the central. In the eaatem rafn ia needfd 
in many places, but nothing is enir-ring 
from drouth. Water for stock ia p(arce 
in many places in the western section. 

Ttie weather was favorable for thresh- 
ing wheat and nood progress was made ; 
the xield and (piality are rather better 
than ua expected, but it will fall aome- 
what abort of an average crop. 

Corn and tobaccj are siitl -rins; very se- 
verely from drouth in the western sec- 
tion and in aome localities in the central : 
in the eastern section these crops, while 
late, are doing very well. Worms are 
plentiful. 

Oats are being cut ; they are verv (rood 
in the eastern, but only fair in the west- 
ern and central aections. 

The weather was very favorable for 
cutting hay and a lar^e part of the crop 
has been savtcl in excellent condition, 
lo the central sfction it is a light crop, 
but in the eaatem hnd western sections 
it is very ifocd. 

Apples continue to 1.1II and will be a 
very light crop. The drouth ia causing 
peaches to drop in the western section, 
but they will be a fair crop generally. 

Pastures and gardens are dried up in 
the western section and in some portions 
of the central, but are quite good in the 
eastern. Hemp is doing very well. 
Farm work is well up.
